V. Railroad will be Extended to 
the Tennessee Capital.

According to authentic reports, a 
projected railroad known as the Ten- 
nessee Central will at once be built 
from Clarksville Kaat to Harriman. 
where it will connect with the Cin- 
cinnati Soutaern and with the South 
ern railways. Secretary K istman of 
the propoaed road in an interview a 
few days ago said: 

••The money to finish the road will 
every cent be furniehed by the ton 
capitalists who are behind tue enter- 
prise, none of whom is worth less 
than $500,000. After the road Is 
completed and paid for fully, it will 
be bonded for $20,000 a mile. This 
will absolutely be the only Jndebtod- 
ncss of the road •)

Editor Press: Your correspond- 
ent in his perambulations recently vis 
it. d CjI. Ephraim Washiuirton Hill 
at his home on the bank of Crooked 
•'reek, about one mile as the crow flics 
southwest from Marion. 

It was 1 ate in the afternoon of a 
very warm day, and I found him qui- 
etly ruling in his easy chair on the 
p rch. He bad been riding that day 
and was somewhat wearied, but he 
talked freely. Like most old people 
lie appears to live much in the past, 
and always finds pleasure in talking 
of old times. 

You wonder at the facility with 
which he carries you back to the lime 
when this county was a wilderness, co 
vered with pea vines; when deer were 
hs common and plentiful as rabbits 
arc uow, and wildcats and catamount 
and panthers and bears and wolves

contended for the mastery, and made 
night hidious with their discordant 
voices; when there was not a church, 
nor a school house, nor mill, nor 
blacksmith shop in all the length and 
breadth of the county. 

He pointed to a very large stump 
in tbe yard and told me that was the 
stump of a tree that decayed and die*! 
and was cut down about twelve years 
ago. The tree at that time was some 
four feet in diameter, and was but a 
sprout that sprang up from tbe stump 
of a chinquapin oak that his lather 
cut down when clearing the spot up 
on which he built his house about a 
century ago. Col. Hill taw the tend 
er twig grow to a sapling, then become 
a sturdy oak, tho monarch of tho Mil 
rounding forest. He saw it wither, 
and die, and may yet live to eee the 
stump rot away and disappear. 

His father, D<ivid Hit), was a na- 
tive of North Cuoli.ia When a ve 
ry young man, nineteen or twenty 
years old, ha came westward into the 
region of the Holston river, in East 
Tennessee. There he fell in with one 
James Richie and came with him to 
this country. Richie selected for his 
future heme the place where the late 
N. B. Clement lived and died, and 
there young David assisted him to 
build a log cabin, the first house, so 
far as known, ever built for human 
habitation withiu the present limits of 
Crittenden county. Thut was about 
the year 1795. 

David was then unmarried; he look 
ed around aud -elected for himself the 
place wheie the subject of this sketch 
now lives, aud for his father, Eph- 
raim Hill, he selected the place where 
Cal Adams now lives, well known as 
the Qeorge Long place. He then 
went beck to North Carolina and as 
sisted bis father to move out, and 
they settled on their respective places 
aa selected by David; but before bis 
death the father moved on to the 
same place with David, occupying a 
separate house, where he remained du 
ring the remainder of his life. 

About the year 1798 a number of 
emigrants came from North Carolina 
and East Tennessee and settled in the 
vicinity of Marion. Qeorge Elder 
settled the place now occupied by his 
daughter in law, Mrs. Joe Elder, ou- 
the Salem road. He was a single man 
at that time but soon alter married a 
Mies Henry; he lived his entire mar- 
ried life on that place. Alexander 
Elder settled the place where Mrs W. 
B. Crider now lives on the Princeton 
road, and his brother, John Elder, 
settled j u • t across tbe creek west; 
the* two were related to George El- 
der, but were not bin brother'. 

(Jeorge Mayes settled tbe place 
where Mrs Wheeler Mayes now lives 
in the Midway neighborhood; he first 
built where the fair ground buildings 
now stand; he afterwards discovered 
a spring only a few yards from tbe 
present residence of Mrs. Helen Mays 
He then built there; be married a 
Mies Elder, end waa tbe father of 
Thomas Mayes and tbe late Terah 
Mayes. These were all pioneer set* 



Among the other early settlers were 
the Dickeys, Jacksons, Hillhouses, 
Brices, Stinsons, Picirenaes, JCruces, 
ind Canadys. 

N v to return to my subject, Da- 
vid Hill married Hannah Elder in 
the closing years of the last century. 
Bphraim W. was the thin! or fourth 
child of this marriage in a family of 
i\x, three boys, Anthony, William 
and Ephraim and three daughters, 
Margaret, Mary and Lurana. 

Ephraim W. married Polly B. Por- 
ter in 1827 or 28, and fioiu that mar- 
riage were born three children, two 
sons, Ezekisl Porter, of this town, 
and Dsvid Elgar, who died in 18til, 
aud one daughter, Mary E., now th e 
wile of Judge R A. Dowell, of Well 
ford, Kansas. His wife died in tbe 
early GO's and in 1865 he married a 
Miss Williams. A daughter of this 
second marriage, Mrs John W. Belt, 
now lives in his home with him. 

About the year 1840 David Hill 
sold out to his son Ephrsim W r ., and 
went to Illinois. 

The first school house that Colonel 
Hill ever saw, very probably the first 
ever built in the county, stood about 
one hun dred and fifty yards from the 
present site of Midway school house. 
Robert Dickey was the first teacher, 
(t was probably not what we now call 
a graded school, nor did the teacher 
have to pass through a term of the 
county teachers institute before he 
wss allowed to teach. There were no 
county superintendents then, uo trus- 
tees, no teachers institutes, no teach 
er* certificates, no pay— no nothing. 
But we must not despise the laborj of 
the teachers oi those days, for they 
were heroically laying the foundation 
of an intellectual empire the most 
cubliine that the world has ever seen. 

The first church building probably 
over built in the county wan the old 
"log church" at Crooked creek on tbe 
Fords Ferry road, about two miles 
north of Marion. It was built by the 
Preehytorians and afterwardo sold by 
them to the Baptist?, and the Presby 
teriar.s built the old brick church near 
where Bighaui* mill now standi. Thin 
was long before the town of Marion 
was commenced, and these two church 
buildings were distinctively kuown as 
the "Brick Church" and tha "Log 
Church," almost as long as the two 
houses remained standing. 

Rev. Terah Templeton was the first 
Presbyterian minister in this couuty, 
he boarded with Uaorga Mayes, aud 
the latter named his son Terah for 
him. 

James Ritchie, already nut. turned 
as settli.ig the W. B. Clement place, 
built the first mill ever built in the 
county. It waa op-rated by horse 
power. 

Colonel Hill held the rank of Colo 
nel of militia of Livingston county, 
when this county was detached from 
Livingston. He was then made Col 
onel for Crittenden; so he has been 
Colonel for both counties. He has 
also been a Justico of the Peace. 

He was present at the first circuit 
court ever held for Crittenden county 
It was held at the house of Samuel 
Ashley, whete Pierce Butler is now 
living, near Crooked creok church. 

The opening order of that term of 
court reads as follows: 

"Agreeably to an act of the U<iner 
al Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentjcky, establishing the county of 
Crittenden, approve.! 26th January, 



1842, and an act attaching said coun- 
ty to the 16th judicial district, appro 
ved 23 February 1842, a circuit court 
was be^un and held for said county at 
he residence ol Samuel Ashley, on 
Monday the 23 day of Maf, 1842, 
being the time and place prescribed 
by law. W. P. Fowler, Judge." 

David C. Flonrnoy and Harvey W 
Bigham made application for appoint 
ment as clerk of the court. Bigbam 
secured the appointment and executed 
bond with Joseph Watts, Presley 
Gray. John 8. Gilliam, Joel E Grace 
Wm B. Hickman, Peter Clinton and 
Daniel Travis as hie sureties. 

Following are the members of the 
grand jury of that court: 

Alexander Dean, foreman, Edward 
Ashley, Wm Ashley, Matthew Psrin 
ley, Martin Hammond, Wm Hoggard 
John M. Wilson. Isaac Lloyd, Jacob 
Gill, George Uselton, John E Wilson 
Uri G. Witherfpoon, Andrew Hill, 
James W. Hill, Thomas Akers, and 
Auguis McAlister. 

Col. George W. Barbour, Francis 
H. Dtllam, Robert H. Marr, Patter 
son C. Lander, ani Sumner Marble 
presented license, took the prescribed 
oatb, and were admitted as attorneys 
and counselors at law for Crittenden 
county. 

Presley Gray, William Keuneday, 
and James Cruce were appointed jury 
commissioners to select grand and pe- 
tit jurors for the next term. 

It will be noted that this court was 
held fifty five years ago. Tbe present 
site of Marion was then an unbroken 
forest, the nearest residence being the 
place where Mrs Joe Elder now lives, 
on one side, and Mrs. Rochester's 
place on the other. 

Theri was a post ofh>e oalleC Cross 
Keys, at the place where the court 
was held # 

Of all the men that are mentioned 
in the records of that court so far as 
known, not one is now liviug. Kuch 
is the brevity, the evaniscence of hu 
man life. In contemplating it ou r 
minds turn inevitably t » the closing 
eUnzis of Bryant's "Thanatopais ': 

'So live that when thy summons 

conies to join 
The Innumerable caravan laat moves 
To the realms of shade, where 

each shall take 
His chamber In the silont halls of 

death, 

Thou uo uot, like the quarry slave at 

tight, 

Scourged to bis dungeon, but sustulnd 

and soothed 
My an unfaltering trust, approach thy 

grave 

Like one who wraps the drapery of bis 

couch 

About hies and lies down to pleasant 
(I reams - " . 

The first house ever built in Marion 
was the double lop house that stood 
opposite the coort h .me, and known 
in recent years aa the Hoover proper 
tr. It was burned a few years sgi. 
U was built abmt the time the coun 
iy was established. Col. Hill was at 
the raising and "carried up a corner." 

After an hour pleasantly spent wiih 
this noble specimen of a generation 
that is rapidly passing away, we shook 
hands with him and took our leave, 
sincerely hoping that his sun, which 
is so clearly settiug, may not be dim- 
med by a single cloud; that the re 
mainder of his well spent, busy and 
useful life may be an evening of rest, 
spent amid the banedictions of neigh 
bora, friends and relatives, that he 
may yet live to round out the five 
score years now bo nearly accomplish 
ed. He belonged to a generation to 
whom we owe a debt of gratitude that 
will never )>: repaid. 

At this day, surrounded by every 
conceivable comfort and luxury, we 
can not fully appreciate the difficul- 
ties that the early settlers of this coun 



try nnt and successfully overcome 
They were Nature's noblemen. They 
felled the forests, fought the savages, 
and drove out the wild beasts. The) 
were brought into conflict with tht 
forces of nature, and found malaria 
to be the most stubborn of all their 
enemies. They belonged to that pa 
tient, heroic, ^uncomplaining class of 
men that with bleeding feet tread 
down the thorns ot Pie's .ugged path 
way that succ-iediug generations in 
satin slippers may walk daietly over 
beds of roses. 

That Heaven's richest blessings may 
rest upon the few remaining surviv 
ots of that generation is our sincere 
h"pe. Linotl's.

Wh 
there are more bushels of wheat, tbe 
demand being the same, each bushel 
will buy lesg than when there are 
fewer bushels, but it is just as

the other. That which is true of 
wheat, in this respect, is true of dol- 
lars. The fewer dollars there are, 
the more each dollar will buy; In- 
crease the number in circulation and 
each dollar will buy less than when 
dollars were scarcer, but the dollar 
is as "sound" in the one instance as 
in the other.; 



The Republican State Convention 
meets in Louisville next Tuesday. 
While the priucipal Dusiness of the 
convention is the nomination of a can 
didaie tor Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
peals, the most interesting feature 
will be the adoption of the resolu- 
tions. It is always customary at the 
conventions to endorse, in extrava- 
gant terms, the officials of the party 
holdiug the convention in power. The 
Republican party is certainly in pow- 
er in this Bute, but it is divided into 
two very strong factions, with Gov. 
Bradley at the head ot one and Dr. 
Hunter and Senator Deboe the nucle- 
us of the other. With the animosi- 
ties existing between the two factions 
on the one hand and the failure of 
the Bradley administration to redeem 
its boasted pledges of reform on the 
other, it will be interesting to watch 
for an endorsement the convention 
owes or does not owe the Governor.

The Coming Universal Trust. 

The report that the Standard Oil 
Trust has obtained or is about to 

obtain complete control of the lend, 
leather, tobacco and whiskey interests 
of the country, together with a com- 
bination ot gan interests, including 
Chicago Gas, may have been prema- 
ture, but there is every reason to 
suppose that such a consummation 
will be reached befori< long. The 
Standard Oil magnates already con- 
trol the business of t'ie country in oil, 
iron ore and sugar; they arc on the 
point of conquering the steel nnd 
coffee industries: they own much of 
the shipping of the lake and most of 
the great tourist hotels in Florida; 
they are directly interested iu several 
lines of railroad, and they can dictate 
terms in the mstter of freight rates to 
the entire transportation Kystrm of 
the Union. They have to lind iuvest 
ments every year for about 150,000," 
000 of surplus profits, and with that 
amount and their skill in manipula- 
tion it would bo a simple matter to 
obtain control of two or three new 
trusts annually. Of course, every 
new enterprise abeorbed by Mr. 
Rockefeller and his associates adds to 
the income to be invested the next 
year. 

It is hard to see any end to tais 
process short of the absorption ot the 
entire wealth of the couutiy by a 
little uroup of capitalists. It seems 
clearly to be a process that must go 
on with accelerating velocity. Most 
people ot the poor, the comfortable 
aud the moderately well-to-do classes 
live up to their incomes, and have 
nothing to invest. Many even of tbe 
very rich do the same thing. When 
we find a few men, acting together, 
who are at once prudent and enor- 
mously rich, whose living expenses 
absorb no appreciable proportion of 
their incomes, who have practically 
the whole of a stupendous surplus 
available every yeui lor investment, 
and who have the most period inside 
knowledge of the best opportunities 
for profit and the shrewdest faculty 
lor taking advantage of them, it is 
hard to avoid the conclusion that 
those men, if they live long enough 
aud hang together, must eventually 
become practically the sole proprietors 
of the nation's industries. There is 
every reason to believe that unless we 
have some radical change in political 
conditions the uext thirty years will 
see the entire industrial activity ot the 
United States regulated by a single 
trust, of which the bulk ot the Ame- 
rican people will be the employes. 
What will happen then will depend 
upon the degree of virillity still left 
la the population. It will be an 
epoch from which the Union may 
date an advance to a higher social 
state than anything previously known 
or a plunge into complete and perpis- 
nent .industrial slavery.-New York 
Journal.

The conductor, having outlined the 
subject on blackboard, made a f >rty 
five minute lecture on physiology; he 
placed great stress upon the import- 
ance of cultivating the ( motions, aff- 
ections and desires, aud of keeping 
them in suhjeotiou to the will.

He emphasises 
the importance of object teaching in 
the primary grades ss a means of giv. 
ing the child's mind a bountiful sup- 
ply of perceptive knowledge, which 
will result in conceptive knowledge as 
the child advances in age and thought 
power. 

Psychology and teaching their mu 
tual relations was theu taken up and 
discussed by several teacheis. 

The instructor spoke briefly of the 
Herbartian doctrine of attention. Mr. 
Thurman attaches much importance 
to the teachers being attentive and in 
terested iu bis work himself, as a 
means of securing the attention of his 
pupils. The instructor illustrated the 
method of cultivating attention by 
keeping the pupil always on the alert 
in the recitation. 

R. Cruce thinks tbe teacher respon 
sible for the bad habits of his pupils, 
for as it lies in his power to prevent 
and correct them. 

Miss Banks said we should lecture 
tho children frequently on the subject 
of habits and use all possible efforts to 
have them overcome their bad habits.

passion of others. 

••1 take more delight In planting 
apple trees and seeing them grow," 
said lie lo a Times correspondent, 
'thin in anything else in the world" 
Chief precedence, as to favo ite vari 
■tltt, is given to the Ibe lien D iviB, 
of which ho has (130 acres; Missouri 
Pippin ;»00 acres; Jo latban 400 acrs 
andUanolOo. He being th« apple 
king, with an experience of thirty- 
eight years in Kausaa. thirty years 
having been spent in apple culture, 
his methods, from bis own lips, too, 
ought to bo of interest not only to 
all farmers in Kansas but to all citi- 
zens who have any interest in the 
product adapted to the State. 

"In planting apple trees use land 
in as good a state of cultivation as 
'or otucr crope, Make the rows north 
>md bouth, thirty two feet apart, by 
turning a straight plow furrow to the 
•rest, and another to the east, some 
twenty inches from the first; the mid 
llkl strip thus left is thrown out by 
unotoer round with ibe plow, the laat 
furrow being about ten inches deep. 
In the bottom of this dead furrow, 
running a listing plow, with subsoil- 
i^g attachment, and then cross mar 
king with any device to indicate the 
location for the treea, sixteen feet 
apart in the rows, completes the pre 
paration of the ground.
